FAR HIS UNDER THESEA. ' 


[From the Boston Journal of Chcmlstryi] 


It la an old maxim that what is worth 


having can only be acquired by bard la- 
bor. 
The low lands which have been 


formed east of the German Ocean from 
the silt and mud brought down from the1 
interior by the rivers Rhine, Scheldt, and 
Mouse must have seemed worth having to 
the old forest men of the first centuries of 
the Christian era, or they would not have 
built their habitations in the unhealthy 
marshes, and entered upon a contest with 
winds and tides for their povession. As 
the result of this terrible contest, some of 
the worst land in Europe has been made 
its garden spot. Heie in the Netherlands, 
or low lands, were bog and drifting sand, 
lake, pond, marsh, river, and ocean 
floods, aad undoubtedly, when cultiva- 
tion first commenced, all manner of rep- 
tiles and creeping things in its stagnant 
pools and muddy basins. How could It 
be possible to bring land into tilth which 
was absolutely lower than the ocean 
tides, and which was swept by the fiercest 
blast from the seas? But it has been 
done, and now let us consider briefly hoiv, 
or what methods have been resorted to for 
accomplishing such stupendous results. 


Of 
course, in ordur to reclaim this 


land, tho- first work to bu done was to act 
rid of the superabundance of water. "Wa- 
ter, water everywhere" prevailed, 
»nd 


when fresh supplies were not I'nruislied 
by tho overflow of tho rivers, thu |£real in- 
llowinu tides turned the whole delta into 
one vast lake. At the lowest stage of wa- 
ter in the earliest times iu the history ol 
Holland, there was no less Uiau ISO lakes, 
most of Ilium lower llmu tho level of the 
sea, whieh hnvo all bueu pumped dry, and 
thu shallow IMHUIB aro new covered with 
the moat luxuriant 
vegetation. These 


lakes wuru drained long before a slcam- 
cugine wus heard ol'; and long before 
London or Paris had in their neighbor- 
hoods a single gardSh for vegetables, the 
enterprising and thrifty Dutch sent to 
these cities cabbages, turnips, and other 
vegetables iu gieal abundance. 


Wlien in Holland a few years ug.", we 


counted 1'rum a tower near one of the 
cities no less than 173 windmills, nearly 
all of which were ia million ; and in the 
motion of Iheto mills is seen the vast 
power which bus been utilized in raising 
llie water from thu lakes. It ia easy to 
uuclcrslund how water cnn be raised by 
such n^cudcs, hut where can it be put so 
an to bu put out of I he way in such a low 
country ? ll would seem, clear if it was 
pumped up a few feet and turned upon a 
higher land, it would rim ditcelly bank 


land to each inhabitant in the Netherlands, 
and about one half of this ia in grass. The 
dairies of Holland' are the neatest and 
most convenient In the world, and the 
Dutch butter commands the highest prices 
in Europe. The windmills are prominent 
objects all orer the country, and they give 
to it quite a picturesque effect. They were 
in use more than 500 years ago, and ponds 
of 600 acres in extent were drained by 
their use early in the fifteenth century. 
We have tens' of thousands of acres of 
low lands in New England as good as any 
in Holland, which can be brought into 
good tilth without the aid of windmills 
All that ia necessary is to drain at com- 
paratively small expense, and the prize is 
in our bands.

Perhaps the great- 
est single work of making farms from 
laud covered with water U leet 10 inches 
below low-water mark in tho ocean was 
commenced in IS'M>, to dmiu Haarlem 
Lake, with au area of 45,280 acres.

enormous labor was completed in 1852, 
aud cost the round sum of $3,.ri!)V>37, or 
about SJO per acre. 


Tee preparations necessary to com- 


mence draining the lake cost a large sum 
of money and nearly a year's time. To. 
remove the streams running into the lake, 
a canal forty miles in length, nine feet 
deep, and from 125 to U7 feet in wiiltb, 
was dug around it, and the earth excava- 
ted was made into a solid embankment 
between the canal nnd lake. This was 
not an easy task, for some swamp streams 
were almost bottomless, aud swallowed a 
world of brush and gravel before the bed 
,)so to Ihe surface of the water. The ca-

These people were living 
secutoly 15 feet below low-water mark, 
ind 30 leet lielow high water murk in the 
K-ean contiguous. It was indeed a most 
ilngulai spectacle to stand on the dykcn 
and look out upon Ihe ocean covered with 
iliips, their hulls several feet higher than 
he tops of tho chimneys in the houses on 
Ihe shore.

LETTER FROM TEXAS. 


CENTBEVILLE, TEXAS, 1 


March 17,1875.} 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN : — Before 


leaving home I promised you a line. 
Of the things wo have scon and heard 
I will tell you a few. Most of your 
readers hare seen St. Louii, BO I shall 
pass over that in silence. And all of 
thorn have heard of Gad's Hill. The 
people of Naples, on account of the 
beauty of their city and bay, have a 
saying, "See Naples and die." 
I say, 


sec Gad's Hill, and be very thankful 
you did not die. 
Having passed over 


many railroads in many status of this 
big country, I can say with a clear con- 
viction of the truth of what I say,that I 
never did nee so suitable a place for the 
commission of a big robbery, such as 
was perpetrated there, as this wild, des- 
olate, thievish-looking 
Gad'a 
Hill. 


From the north the train goes up for 
two or three miles, through a most des- 
olate pine forest, the grade being one 
hundred and seven feet to the mile part 
of the time ; and when you reach the 
top of the hill, there you see a little 
station houso and two cabins, in the 
wildest and most villainous country 
your eyes over rested on. 
And you 


don't wish them to rest long on that. 
It is some relief to hear the whistle,und 
feel the motion of tho train, as it car- 
ries you away from Gad's Hill, 
Finely 


as my ear is cultivated to tho sweet 
sounds of music, none has ever sounded 
more sweetly than the whistle and the 
rattle of the ear wheels, as they carried 
us away from that awful bill. 
It seem- 


ed to mo the. air did not suit my lungs 
up there, though I have been on tho 
top of muuh higher mountains, and my 
mngs aro

Wo passed through most of thu state 


of Arkaiisas iu thu night, and can suy 
but liulu about thnt state. 
Hut as fur 


as I could BOO, the road passes through 
a very poor country. For most of tho 
way across tho state on the line of this 
road, it is pino forest, 
Wo canio into 


Texas at Tcxarkann ; where the north- 
cast corner of Texas almost touches tho 
southwest corner of Arkansas, 
From 


that to this place, a distance of about 
two hundred miles, tho timber is chiefs 
ly pino, and tho land sandy. 
Much of 


it is good cotton land. They make five 
hundred Ibn. of pioked cotton to the 
acre. 
In this part of tho state cotton 


is the main crop ; comparatively little 
attention is paid to grain crops. Wheat 
and oats ore uncertain; arid of corn 
they can raise sometimes thirty bushels 
to the aero. 
One consequence of this 


is very poor cattle, hogs and horses. 
When thoir oxen are facing you, you 
see mostly horns ; when you take a 
side view, you think they work a pack 
of bones. I am often reminded, when 
I see tho hogs,of "old Aunt Judy Fort" 
in Ky,, whose husband, old Mike, was 
a slack farmer, who raised small crops 
of corn, and as a necessary consequence 
killed his hogs rather lean. One fall 
he put up his bacon in a remarkably 
thin condition. 
When the old woman 


brought out a side of tho bacon to broil 
with the cabbage for dinner, she held 
it up to her old man, and said, in her 
peculiarly long and drawling manner : 
"Mike, Mike, tho Lord knows I can 
read tho Lord's prayer through this 
side of bacon." 


Some days ago, while I was yet a 


little green, I asked the negro, who was 
waiting on tho table at a first-class rail- 
road hotel, to hand mo the butter, 
which was not in sight. 
She looked- 


amazed, and said, "No Sah ! hain't got 
none I" 
While we have soon neither 


cream nor butter, uud only once skira- 
luod inilk for our coffee, we got plenty 
of good victuals. 
Wo aro 
boarding 


hero at n public boarding house, whuro 
wo faro well, 
Kverythiug is nice and 


plenty. 
And as to tho people general- 


ly, I have never been among a moie 
orderly, quiet, well-behaved people iu 
iny life. 
Nor have I ever traveled 


where I felt more secure as to my per- 
son or pookot-book. 
Monday night 


Kdgur and I were sixteen miles Stout 
town on Buffalo 
Oreok, where wo 


stayed with an old man, who bears the 
singular name of Smith. 
We sat in 


one cabin, ate in u second, and slept in 
a third ; all dutaohetl, and distant from 
each other from twenty to u hundred 
feet. 
The furniture in our room con- 


sisted-of a bod, two chiirj, a spinning 
wheel, and two plows. 
Besides our- 


selves there were three or four of tha 
wild men of Texas, and yut Wo. hun^ 
our clothes on the 
chairs 
with our 


pocket-books and wjtches in tlie pnek 
cts, with a porfoet sense of security. 
M-ire about Texas at another timo.

THE ENCYCLICAL. 


The latest encyclical of the Pope 


a,;ainst the Prussian Ecclesiastical law 
has, as we once remarked in our last 
issue, again set in flames the conflict 
between Church and State in Prussia. 
To the better comprehension of the re- 
sults to be expected from it, we will give 
the principal meaning of the Papal cir- 
cular to the Prussian bishops. It says, 
literally: "We publicly declare through 
this document, to all whom it may 
concern, and also to the whole Catholic 
world, that those lawi are void and 
null, for they are militating against tbe 
Divine regulations of the Church. 
For 


tho Lord has, in matters that concern 
Divine service, set not the mighty ones 
of the world above the Bishops of his 
Church,—save St. Peter, to whom he 
intrusted the care, not only of his 
lambs, but also of his sheep. For this 
reason -no worldly power, no matter 
how high, can dismiss those from their 
Episcopal offices whom the Holy Ghost 
installed to govern the Church. 
More- 


over, those who entertain hostile feel 
ings toward you, may know that you 
do no wrong to kingly authority by re- 
fusing to give unto the Emperor what 
belongs to God." 


To what end this diplomatic attack 


and absurd obstinacy on the part of the 
Papal courts will lead, is difficult to 
foresee; however the German govern- 
ment is not hesitating. in removing 
every foundation of Papal authority 
within the German Empire, and in im- 
pressing upon every good citizen, that 
his/trst duty is to obey the laws of his 
country, and then, and not before then, 
to the Church. This is fully demon- 
strated in a'proper and most ju.st an- 
swer given to the Holy See by request- 
ing a special oath of allegiance of all 
Calhulic office.) s of the State, and, in 
case of refusal, withdrcnoimj all sid>- 
siilins to tho Catholic Church Ministry.
